King Arthur's 
Kingdom May 
Be Uncovered 


By EDDY GILMORE 


SOUTH CADBURY, 
England 


(AP) —This year's Initial efforts 
to uncover King Arthur's an- 
cient kingdom of Camelot end 
here Saturday, with the chief 
excavator scenting success. 


"I'm 
very 
confident 
that 


we're on the right track—even 
more confident than when we 
started at Easter," says Leslie 
Alcock. 


An official of the department 


of archelogy at University Col- 
lege, Cardiff, Alcock heads a 
staff of 60 volunteers who began 
digging for Camelot early this 
year. 


Backed by a research com- 


mittee headed by the archaeol- 
ogist Sir Mortimer Wheeler, the 
work will be long, possibly last- 
ing three or four more years. 
The next period of digging will 
be spring 1968. 


Of this impressive high hill, 


overlooking the beautiful coun- 
ties of Somerset and Dorset, Sir 
Mortimer Says: "Four centu- 
ries ago, King Henry VIU's 
appointed antiquary, John Le- 
land, found that this place was 
known to local folk as Camelot. 
Sober-minded 
historians have 


hesitated to scorn the ancient 
belief that, about 500 AD., there 
was a veritable Arthur, whether 
king or soldier of fortune. Now 
archaeology has given fresh sub- 
stance to this Arthurian Cam- 
elot." 


Excavations are 
limited to 


summer because Alcock and his 
volunteers—most of them col- 
lege students—have university 
careers. 


"We have achieved the main 


objectives of our first year's 
work," said Alcock. These were 
to examine the fortifications of 
South Cadbury and to look at 
the interior of the site for the 
trace of buildings. 


After examining a stretch of 


the uncovered wall, Alcock and 
his volunteers unearthed be- 
neath it a rougher and older for* 
ttfication. 


"We are now able to show 


that this fortification belongs to 
the 6th century, that Is to say 
the period of Arthur himself," 
be continued. 


"We've made enough finds— 


particularly of pottery and met- 
al objects— to tie down this date 
quite closely."

The romantic little old lady 


died Aug. 15, at age 10 5.

had wooed speculators with a 
gambler's chance to make a for- 
tune, or lose one. Her's was the 
lure of gold, silver, copper, ura- 
nium at the penny arcade prices 
of mining companies trying to 
make a name and a mint. 


She died impoverished, 
al- 


most deserted and in disgrace. 


But her passing was mourned 


by a handful of followers. They 
came for days after the close to 
sit facing the empty green chart 
boards In room 200 at 256 Mont- 
gomery Street. 


Thirty-one mining companies 


stayed until the end, then hur- 
ried away to seek listings on ex- 
changes In Salt Lake City, Spo- 
kane, Calgary, Vancouver, or 
Pacific Coast Stock Exchange in 
San Francisco and Los Angeles, 
or to establish a market in 
over-the-counter trading. 


On the last day only two bro- 


kers remained. Business had 
dwindled from $8 million in 
1956, during a uranium revival, 
to $2 million last year to $7 25,000 
for the six months this year, 


The glamour of the mining ax- 


change began fading at the end 
of the California gold fever a 
century ago.

LONDON (AP) - If you are

and have ancestors who came to 
the United States in 1800-75, you went down in storms. 


to a priest's blessing to walk or 
travel in the carriers' carts to 
the nearest seaport where a 
passage to North America was 
to be found. Between 1840 and 
1860 nearly 150,000ayear, most- 
ly Irish, sailed from Liverpool." 


Some of the ships went down 


with their passengers. Fire was 
the main hazard. There were 
terrible scenes when the Ocean 
Monarch burst into flames at 
sea. 
Others struck rocks and 


owe them a lot. 


The debt is illustrated in two 


rooms of graphic history just 
opened at Britain's Maritime 
Museum at Greenwich. It shows 
in stark reality how 7Vz million 
immigrants crossed the Atlantic 
westward during the 19th centu- 
ry. 


"It was," says Cmdr. W. E. 


May, 
deputy director of the 


•museum, ."The greatest migra- 
tion man has ever made." 


Many of the voyagers never 


made it to bear American and 
Canadian offspring. Most of the 
ships were unbelievably tiny, 
some just 50 feet long. 


Says a chunk of notes from 


the diary of a man who greeted 
one of those ships, the Airthy 
Castle: 


"Two hundred fifty-four pas- 


sengers had been packed in the 
hold or steerage. Some had gone 
ashore when I got there. What I 
saw 
was—about 
200 
human 


beings, male and female, young 
and old and middle-aged, talk- 
ing, singing, laughing, crying, 
eating, drinking, shaving, wash- 
ing, some naked in bed and oth- 
ers dressing, handsome young 
women (some) and 
ugly old 


men." 
Cmdr. May comments: 
"In the early part of the great 


migration and especially during 
the Irish famine, conditions on 
shipboard were frequently ap- 
palling even by the standards of 
the 19th century. 


"The records show that the 


deaths during the voyage were 
highest among the Irish, for 
they dragged t h e m s e l v e s 
aboard suffering from malnutri- 
tion and some were dying as 
they sailed." 


Two photographs show the im- 


migration ships Peter and Sa- 
rah. Both were built in 1809 and 
the picture was taken in 1859. 
Neither ship exceeded 50 feet in 
length. 


Some 
of 
the 
ships 
were 


packed with humans to the point 
that it is difficult to understand 
how the crews were able to sail 
them, 


"Here you can see records of 


300 and 400 people sailing in one 
snip," said Cmdr. May. "Yet 
the casualties were not as high 
as one might think." 


The descriptions at the exhibi- 


tion—all in bold type— pull no 
punches. 


"They emigrated for many 


reasons," says one. "More than 
half of them were rish, driven 
out by poverty, and the great 
famines of the 1840s. Many were 
Scots, forced by overpopulation 
and the policy of their landlords 
to escape conditions such as you 
see here." 


Below are etchings of misera- 


ble huts, floors of damp earth, 
their roofs leaky. 


Another etching depicts 25-30 


persons jammed in huge carts 
leaving for ships to the New 
World. The description reads: 
"People poor, sometimes pros- 
perous and even rich left in 
thousands, leaving their villages

water sprayed from fire hoses 
to disperse mobs. In recent 
riots, he said, all fire hoses and 
hydrants have been required to 
battle major fires. "You'd have 
to wrestle the firemen to get the. 
hoses," Ott said. "There just 
aren't enough to go around." 


The requirement that the new 


training be completed by the 
end of September has disrupted 
previously scheduled drills, Ott 
said. 


"I've got artillerymen who in- 


stead of being engaged in firing 
their basic weapons (in summer 
camp) are engaged in 32 hours 
of riot control training," he 
said. "The training is a little bit 
too much of a crash nature and 
doesn't allow enough flexibility. 


Asked whether the new train- 


ing program is adequate, Ott re- 
plied: 


"No, I don't think it is, Nor do 


I think it was designed to be 
completely adequate. The direc- 
tive did leave a certain amount 
of leeway; commanders 
could 


have altered it. But most com. 
manders are inclined to go right 
down the line because they feel 
someone is going to come out 
and check them."

They do not include residential and miscella- 
neous damages, not to mention the loss of 43 lives. By comparison, total damages in the 
1965 Watts riots amounted to $40 million, with 35 deaths.

these days is that two au- 


thoritative but conflicting voices 
are being heard constantly in the 
press and on the air waves. 


One is the voice of govern- 


ment in Washington. The other 
is the voice of the commodity 
and financial markets. They con- 
tradict each other. 


Governmental authority says 


We need a 10 per cent increase 
in federal income taxes "to soak 
up private spending money and 
avoid inflation." 


But the day-by<lay report from 


the market place is that prices 
of commodities and essential ser- 
vices are rising more sharply 
this year than ever before, due 
to higher labor charges and re- 
duced profits. 


And the market news is ex- 


plicit on one particular point: 
Taxes being a part of the cost 
of doing business any increase 
in taxes is certain to push pric- 
es up still further. A current 
example is the price schedule 
on 1968 automobiles now being 
readied for buyers. Prices will 
be up somewhat because of gov- 
ernment-required 
saftety gad- 


gets, but the schedules are being 
left open for further adjustment 
should President Johnson's 10 
per cent income tax hike be- 
come law. 


Higher taxes, therefore, strike 


you as a politician's invention— 
not an honest remedy for the 
problem 
of inflation. If infla- 


tion is due to rising costs in 
private business then it would 
seem to be only common sense 
for the government to set a good 
example by reducing federal ex- 
penditures—but, this the politi- 
cians stubbornly refuse to do. 
They choose the easier road of 
multiplying the steadily depre- 
ciating dollar with higher tax- 
es. 


The situation reminds me of 


a classic case In private bus- 
iness years ago. The ailing en- 
terprise had two factions, both 
of which had a flock of rela- 
tives on the payroll. Every time 
one faction added a relative the 
other faction could see no al- 
ternative but to add a relative 
from its side. Conditions grew 
steadily worse until the inevi- 
table—a third party moved in 
and threw everyone out. 


As you know a great big hike 


in postal rates Is being readied 
by the Congress. If you think 
newspapers and magazines car- 
ry a big stick in fixing postal 
rates I have news for you—the 
biggest club of all is held by the 
bulk mailers, using the third- 
class rate for merchandise and 
so-called junk mail. 


When higher rates were being 


studied by a House Post Office 
Subcommittee the panel recom- 
mended over newspaper and mag- 
azine protests that the third-class 
rate be increased much less than 
the second-class rate on which 
the press operates. 


The subcommittee fixed the 


third-class increase at only 22 
per cent, testimony to a pow- 
erful and effective lobby main- 
tained by merchandisers. 


But this week the top-dog Post 


Office Committee recognized the 
injustice and kicked the third- 
class increase up to 31 per cent, 
the original figure sought by the 
White 
House. 
Now we'll see 


whether the direct-by-mail mer- 
chandisers have a lobby pow- 
erful enough to upset this in the 
whole Congress.

Al- 
though some pilots reported 
Communist MIGs skirting the 
edge of American formations, 
there were no dogfights, and the 
pilots said the Reds also fired 
fewer of the Soviet-built sur- 
face-to-air missiles than they 
threw up during raids on the 
Hanoi area earlier this week. 


Returning pilots said the rail 


yards above Hanoi remained 
filled with boxcars unable to 
move south because the only 
rail bridges across the Red Riv- 
er at Hanoi have, been dropped 
by bombing. 


Pilots said there were almost 


200 pieces of rolling stock in 
four yards hit Thursday and 
most of these were shot up, 
bombed or rocketed. But smoke 
and flames prevented precise 
damage reports.
